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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 15-18 and 26 are allowable. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is directed to a system for monitoring a remote subject and more particularly 
to a system for ascertaining an out of boundary condition and transmitting to a central 
station information pertaining to the condition as well as the location of the subject. 
Each independent claim identifies the uniquely distinct features: "a vehicular transport of 
children (school bus) comprising a sensor for monitoring a physical parameter to identify 
each child in need of supervision entering and exiting the vehicle, memory for storing 
identity boundary data of each child entering the vehicle and to determining if there are 
any children remaining on the transport vehicle after a last schedule drop off'. The 
closest prior art, Segaie et al. (US 6,262,660) discloses conventional school bus arrival 
alerting system fail to anticipate the above limitations obvious.
